2. Although the survey of this Program noted several specific 
deficiencies which should be corrected, the Director of Tr a i ning 
has done an excellent Job in the establishment of the Program and 
r the development of its basic conoapts. The Program has clearly 
'demonstrated the effectiveness of this type of approach to the pro- 
Icurment and career development of professional personnel to f u lf i ll 
the Agency’s needs. The JOT trainees Inducted under this Program 
have proven to be outstanding employee* and it is the consensus of 
a majority of Agency executives that the P ro g r am Should be expanded 
to provide additional personnel of this calibre. A planned program 
of gradual expansion is included in this survey report.
